Action: The Board conducted a public hearing on the appeal of Deputy Chief's decision dated
May 5, 2021 to sustain the Chief of Police's intended decision to deny the renewal of the
Pawnbroker Permit for R&J Jewelry & Loan. The owner Janis Schneider was present with
her attorney Brett Beyler. San Jose Police Department Permit staff Diana Martinez was also
present with Deputy City Attorney Vance Chang. Each party presented their case with
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opportunity to ask and respond to questions regarding the facts underlying the denial and
appeal. The Board closed public hearing. Section 303 of the Resolution of the San Jose
Appeals Hearing Board Rules and Regulations (Resolution No. 14-65) requires a quorum of
four (4) members to do business. A motion to sustain the appeal failed on a vote of 3-1-0
(Aye-Noe-Absent). The appeal before the Board was first heard by an intermediate
administrative hearing officer and the burden of proof is on the appellant under Section 406
of the Rules and Regulation. The Board did not take action to sustain the appeal, and the
Deputy Chief's decision dated May 5, 2021 to sustain the Chief of Police's intended decision
is final.
